Marshal Foch has retired to his 
estate in Brittany, a few miles from 
Brest, to go into training for thirty 
days for his American tour. French 
statesmen and army officers who 
have visited the United States have 
returned home with stomachic ail­ 
ments, and Marshal Foch intends 
to season himself as a precaution 
against indigestion. 
The great strategist is making his 
lirst tactical mistake. 
In Brittany 
he will eat plain food sparingly, 
and, in all prob ab ility, will prom­ 
enade through the b eautiful country 
for exercise and relaxation, and 
chat with his neighUrrs ab out the 
b lessing of peace. 
He will not ride in taxicab s and j 
b e hurled ab out in the vortex o f 1 
traffic; nor b e tossed into an auto-1 
mob ile, and tossed out again, and 
tossed in and out again everv fif ! 
teen or thirty minutes; nor shake, 
hands with ten thousand persons in 
odd moments daily and at the same! 
time salute the flag, acknowledge' 
applause and answer questions; nor! 
deliver ten addresses a dav at as 
many b anquets; nor eat food with 
titles in French which he cannot 
read or understand ; nor at one or 
two in the morning, give amiab le 
interviews to a dozen or more news 
hungry representatives of the press. 
Marshal Foch should have come 
to New York City for his thirty 
davs training.

thousands daily. Miss Strong, who 
was b orn In Neb raska, has travel­ 
ed as a social worker in all parts 
of the United States and studied 
In Germany. She is a graduate of 
Bryn Mawr and ha» degrees from 
Ob erlin and the University oi Chi­ 
cago. She is well known for her 
writings aiwif social work in the 
Pacific Northwest and New York. 
She had charge of the Children’s 
Bureau in Washington, l> C., 1914

I nder the working arrangements it 
would .b e easy to ,eed 100,000 children 
in this province through the present 
agencies if there was .ood on hand to

There are 100 institutions for chil­ 
dren in thia city 1 visited a numb er 
of honi s for mothers and b ab ies. The 
institution» are conducted b y the gov­ 
ernment. Expectant mothers are ta te­ 
en in two months b etore child b irth 
and are kept until two months after 
the child is b orn. Also, there are insti­ 
tutions that give homes to foundlings 
picked up in the streets and on door­ 
steps. On account of the famine, sick 
yiess, 
poverty and general /distress, 
the numb er of deserted children is in­ 
creasing rapidly. The increase last 
montn was 143 percent and 75 percent 
of u.e children died. The mothers re­ 
ceive cereals, b read, a little meat b ut 
no b utter, milk or eggs. Consequently 
only a few are ab le to nurse their 
children.
